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APPOINTMENT OF GUARDIAN FOR AN ADULT 
 
 

The court is in receipt of Dr. Troutman’s letter indicating Mr. Badal’s medications do not 
interfere with his driving ability, but the doctor makes no determination on his ability to drive. 

 
The Court finds that Benyamin E. Badal is an incapacitated person as defined by statute 

and that the appointment of a guardian is necessary to provide for his demonstrated needs. 
 
IT IS HEREBY ORDERED appointing Victoria A. Badal Guardian of Benyamin E. 

Badal in accordance with the formal written Order signed by the Court January 22, 2004.  
 
In addition to all other guardianship powers, the guardian has the authority to place the 

ward in a level one behavioral health facility for inpatient mental health care and treatment.  This 
authority expires on January 21, 2005. 

 
 The ward's right to obtain or retain a driver's license is NOT suspended.  The ward's date 
of birth is August 1, 1946.   
 
 IT IS FURTHER ORDERED the Motor Vehicles Department shall require a driver’s test 
of Benyamin Badal within 30 days. 
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 IT IS FURTHER ORDERED the guardian shall immediately notify the Court in writing 
of any change in her address or of the ward. 
 
 IT IS FURTHER ORDERED the court-appointed attorney is discharged from further 
duties in this matter, the Court having found that the best interests of the ward does not require 
continuing representation by an attorney. 

 
IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that on or before April 30, 2005 the guardian shall file with 

the Probate Registrar the required Report of Guardian for the period from January 22, 2004 
through January 31, 2005.  A copy of the report shall also be provided to Probate Court 
Administration at the time of filing. 

 
IT IS FURTHER ORDERED setting this matter for internal review by Probate Court 

Administration on May 16, 2005 to confirm compliance.
